Although creamery butter thas 
largely displaced farm-made buticr 
in the markets of Many parts of Can- 
ada, more than. Balt the butter pro- 
duced is still mad® on farms. The 
fact that this butter cannot compete 
successfully with the creamery pro. 
duct is that most of It .brings a poor 
price and is consumed in villages or 
small towns, or is shipped to reno- 
vating factories for treatment and 
sells as a relatively low-grade pro- 
duct, It ts possible, however, great- 
ly to improve the Quality of farm 
butter by employing in its prodnetion 
standard practices and greater care 
than {s ordinarily expended, 

To produce good butter it is necea- 
sarr to begin with & good, cloun- 
flavored milk. In some sections of 
the country it Is customary to ripen 
and churn the whole milk instead of 
the cream, That practice, however, in 
inadvisable, because it’ requires a 
high churning temperature, which 
injures the quality of the butter and 
causes a considerable loss of butter- 
fat In the buttermilk.

PIT SILO A CONSERVER| 


AT IS USED BY MANY AMERICAN 


Reports the Silage Is Well Pre- 
served, and the Receptable Should 
Last Indefinitely. 


The pit silo, not a makeshift if 
Properly built, has become a perma- 
Rent feed conserver gn farms in the 
Great Plains region of the United 
States, and some facts about it will 
undoubtedly be of interest to the 
farmers of the Dominion of Canad: 
It Is inexpensive and quickly con- 
structed by unskilled labor during 
the luli! in farm work just before fall 
harvesting. A farmer using his own 
labor, obtaining sand and gravel at 
& small cost, and employing a home- 
made hoisting apparatus for lifting 
the silage, can build a pit silo of 150 
to 180 tons capacity’at a cash outlay 
of about $75, cement being the chief 
item of expenditure, 

Properly constructed pit silos, re- 
quiring little material not already on 
the average farm, should last indei- 
nitely, and the upkeep is small. The 
cost_of a masonry silo is often pro- 
hibitive in the Great Plains region 
because the materials must be haul- 
ed from distant railroad points. 
Wooden silos often weaken rapidly 
under the climatic conditions pecu 
Mar to this region.

THE STORAGE OF APPLES. 


How w Avoid le With the 


In # recent paper (Journal of 
Agricultural Researcy,: Vol. XI., No

The “Jonathan Spot,” #0 called 
from its being found very frequently 
on the Jonathan variety, also de- 
velopa in storage on several standard 
varieties, such ax Northern Spy, 
Greening. ete. The spots are usually 
small, less than ¥%-Inch In diameter 
and are sunken and brown. The f

however, develops when the 
apple is growing, and will be present 
when the fruit is picked where- 
as the Jonathan Spot develops 
during storage. Moreover the Bald-! 
win Spot may be found all through | 
the fruit, while the Jonathan Spot 
occurs as small sunken brown spots 
on the surface only. 

Both spot and scald arise from 
improper storage conditions, and will 
Mkely be worse on fruit that has not 
matured properly before being pick- 
ed. The three storage conditions that 
favor spot and scald development 
are: (1) high temperature, (2) bu- 
midity, and (3) stagnant alr. It 
should’ be understood that the fruit 
4s not completely dormant during the 
storage period, but there Ix a con- 
stant, if small, continuation of 
growih processes throughout the 
whole period. These processes result 
in maturing or mellowing the apple, 
and the chemical processes which oc- 
cur during them involve the absorp- 
tion of oxygen from the alr and the 
Eiving out of carbon dioxide, It i 
fn fact, a slow, breathing process, 
When apples are stored in a place 
whero they have no free access to 
air they are “smothered,” and the 
scald which develops on them is due 
to abnormal chemical changes 
brought about because of an inade: 
quate alr supply. If the room 1s too 
warm, the growth processes are 
quickened and scald or spotting is 
increased, Very moist or humid alr 
also aggravates these troubles. 

It is obvious that in an ordinary 
cellar, spotting and scalding can be 
largely avoided by a little attention 
to the needs of the fruit for cool, 
dry conditions, and a continuous s 
ply of fresh air during the ¢tor 
perlod

of using drugs in Atting horses for 
the show ring, especially with regard 
to the menace to their breeding poa~ 
sibilities existing in such practice. 
He quotes evidence of this danger, 
the fact that a group of mares cam- 
paigned in high condition for a sea~ 
son were sold to be safe in foal. One 
proved not to be. Four dropped live 
foals, but three of these lacked vi- 
tality enough to suck. In this and 
other cases of disastrous results of 
over-conditioning quoted by the writ- 
er, “there was ample ground for be- 
Heving that the trouble was directly 
due to the use of drugs in Atting for 
shows,” “Animals fed on sound 
grains, with abundant exercise and 
good grooming, will make a show 
season without Injury, Let that be
